Therefore, the ſaids Lords do hereby make Intimation to, and require all the 
ſaids perſons who have ſerved Aboard the ſaid Ship, under the ſaid Captain, 
and have now withdrawn, that they return to the ſaid Service Aboard the 
ſaid Ship, betwixt and the Thirteenth Day of OFober inſtant peremptorly, 
Certifying (ach as ſhall fail to return to their Service and Duty in manner 

_ foreſaid, Orders will be iſſued out againſt them, for apprehending of them 
where ever they can be found. And farder, the ſaids Lords do hereby 
appoint Her Majeſties Advocat to give Orders for apprehending ſuch of the 
foreſaids perſons as ſhall not obtemper as above, upon Information to be gi- 
ven to him by the ſaid Captain in due Form : And ordains theſe preſents to 
printed and publiſhed, chat none pretend Ignorance.
